Athens Govoj'nment r- General Tsolnkoglou's resignation final- 
ly published on December the 3rd, followed a first strtomerrt 
rxnnouncing that the Prime Minister, in need of a long rest had 
entrusted his duties to Proffessor Ix)gothGtopoulos. 

The .’^astern Agency published the following telegram 

In' r.n official stritement to the Greek People, the prime Mini- 
stcvr, Gencrrl Tsolakoglou, announced his resi.gnation for reasons 
of health. :Ie further exprevssed his conviction that tho new 
Grcverrunent would carry on the policy of close co-operation with 
the Axis which he had first inrugurated on the 39th of April 1942.

Proffessor Logothetopoulos is also in charge of the 
ministries of Social Welfare and Education. 

Kotzamr.nls is no longer In charge- of the I’inistrles of 
Labour, Agriculture and Supplies. 

Thuo the co.mpoaition of tlie new cabinet is no doubt a defeat 
for Kotzrnir.nis who feil.od to realize his aim’ to become Prime- 
minister. Ke was the instigator of a much rdvertizo.d p>lr.n of 
co-amercial oychanges by which he hoped to reduce the peoples 
sufferings. Ho advocated exchanging v/ith the farmers, agriculturad 
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products to be delivered to the towns -folk ftgeinet m-ochinery. ? 
The feilure of this pirn leed to his, dismissal ' from the mini- 
stry of supplies end to the ministerial crisis. 

Various informations and rumours reach us in the meantime 
cs to the real cruse of this crisis which had appai^.ntly broken 
out long before it was made, public. Amongst other, we also 
lesm that General Tsol^koglou was forced tb resign as he would, 
not give his. consent to the. Civil Mobilisation. 

Faced with this economical crisis, Kotzamenis intended to 
resign. He was prevented from doing so by the. Italians as he 
was thpir solo representa.tiye on the Athens Government, 
Tsplrkoglpu^s Govemn.ent had long since befcn divided intp two 
factions: according' to whether individual sympathies swung 
towards the Germens or the Italians. Often was it rumoured that ; 
Genere..i Tsolrkoglou v/as to be replaced by Kotzamanis, or on the 
other hand that the General was to remain, Kotzmanis resigning 
from the cabinet instead. The appoint erne rrt of Logothetopoulos 
was quite unexpected, and in the. new cabinet at the express 
wish of the Itriia.ns, JCotzrmrnls was finally reinstated. 

The Pope ^8. representative in Constantinople, Rogali, who 
hapenned to be in Athens when Logothetopou IPs assumed office, 
noticed that the latter was highly unpopular and attributed , 
his apppinteraent to, his. well known prerGerman feelings. 

From other sources we learn that the Tsolakoglou Govern- 
ments unpopularity Wes due to thp: close co-operation existing 
between Kozrmrnis and his,, fact Ion in cabinet and the black- 
market dealers. 

Wo also lerm from a circular published on the 2th of. Octo- 
ber 1942 that Tsolri)cpglou was at that period also minister of 
Finance. 

The Pope's representative also reports that Tsolakoglou 
apeompemied by thg minister of Nations! Defence visited him 
and expressed the thanks cf the .Athens Government for the inte- 
rest the Vatiern had shown for the Greek supply problem. 

The prefect of "ilvrcs district, contrary to the general ru» 
mour has not bean recalled, ^rom.a press bureau v/hich he set up 
in the tov/n Hall, he issued the following, declaration, 

’.'Rumours, that the Government had ordered my dismissal, 
have been going on for some days now. I follov/ed these 
rumpdrs closely without wanting to interfere, only to 
see hov/ far the black marketeers would go. The people 
of Evros only laughed at theses absurd saying and their 

/’attitude touched me deeply. It seems to me e loss of 
time to deny rumours spread by a group of worthless 
inhabitants of the district who hoped to profit by my 
dismissal at .the expense of the rest of the inhabitants’.' 

In spite of this, it seems that ^ftaxias had actually 
been recalled and was to be replaced by Colonel Hepas. It did 
not suit the Germans hov;ever to have an officer in charge of 
this prefecture, so Jjiftaxias remained In function. On the other 
hand Fftaxias knowing that he enjoyed German support refused to 
give up his post on receipt of orders from Athene, answering 
that he was remaining for patriotic reasons.

FOOD SUPP LIES - COIvli ^R C^ - UTOJSTRY . 

Starvation victims! The following article written by an 
Athens correspondent is published on the 31st of' Dec. 1943 
in the “DOHAU ZEITUITG", giving us a clear picture of misery. 

”So on the porches of grand houses in Athens, huddled to- 
gether dirty, rhalf-starved, their bones sticking out of the 
ragged dirty remnants of their clothes, their cheeks sunken 
from illness or hunger, unkempt v/ith a wild expression in their 
eyes lie men and women. A few mothers still hug children of 
skeleton like thinness to their bony brecsts. Other children 
surrounding their mothers are even too vrerk to lift up a hand 
to beg for alms. In front of these hOs^ps are food tins which 
seen always, to be mpty. this poor wretched lot of humanity 
remains there from dawn to dusk. ’.Then the nirrht cone they heap 
therasclves together in an amorphous lot. One the porch is found 
empty. As silently as they came they disappear, nobody knovfs 
where.- or how. Cildrcn are also seen on their ovm either in 
heaps or in pairs wandering about the side -streets of Athens 
• and leading e. filthy and animal like life. 5thKX3^rtx.hHxxEXK-R 

This correspondent v-retends that this condition is the 
noirr.al one in Greece, and that these v/ere the normal existing 
life conditions in the country. Anybody who knov/s vjell enough 
cannot renienber any such eta.to of affairs in the capital, and 
vie think that v/e can clearly attribute this change in the con- 
ditions of life to starvation. 

The Constantinople magazine ’’RFALITD” publishes on the Bth 
of January 1943 an artivle. taken from an American newspaper 
whose correspondent was in Athens during the past v/inter:- Kere- 
belov? some of the most st ricking parts o.f this article. 

"Walking about the town with a friend of mine, we first 
visited a public first aid post. The waiting- room was full of 
mothers holding to their breasts wretched skeleton like babies 
v;he v/ere too weak to cry even, 

•Owing to the great shortage of drugs, red cross nurses 
arc often forced to’ take quick decisions, and drugs v;lll often 
•be f-.d:?:inisterod only to those who really have a definite hope 
of living throurh. For the rest it is considered wasteful to 
adininist'oi'' drugs that would, in any case not save their lives. 

On the. other hand the local authorities rre absolutely 
ineapc.ble of determine the real death rate of the country which 
has increr ced .'by BOO*?), because people refuse to re^'ister deaths 
as they would have to. give up valuable ration tickets bolongin.g 
to the dead. They prefer rather'to carry their dead out silently 
at night to bury them. 
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A ri officer of the Internriiohcl Red Croes Committee who re-, 
cently, arrived iri *!^urkey a picture of the food situation in 

Greece up to the end of rovi^42; 



To examine the v;hole siturtlon bet.terj It Is cs well to divide 
it into three periods. First period deals with the first few 
weeks of occupation* The second, from the second month of the 
occupation up to rrreh ^42. The third,’ from the dry Kotzemenls 
took over to this date. 



_ A greet many mistakes viere made by those in 

charge of the food supplies,. re they handed -Ak colossal amounts 
of stored food, over to the Germans, thus depriving the civilian 
population of sufficient food. This could hrve happened during 
the first few days of the occupation ov/1t^ to panic and fear.' 

No excuse can be accepted for the indiferenoe, which caused 
300-400 thousand okes of flower to be handed tver to the Italians, 
whilst hospitals remained completed ufipreyided flr» 



Second Perind. From July on the .Freadv ' situation became acute 
ov/ing to the larvre amounts of corn handed, over to the Germans as 
war booty. 7.’he olive oil v.'as reouisitionned by the Germans and set 
at an astronomical price. The lack of oil on the market caused a 
greert n^i^ny deaths, ov;ir.^ to devitaminotion. 

At this tragic star^! , the official <^reek Government in 
agreement with Turkey and other' countries mana.ged to import va- 
rious food stuffs .via Conatehtihonle to Piraeus, Under the admini- 
stration of the director' of the International Red Crose these food 
stuffs v/ere takeb over oh ari’ival and public kitchens founded. Hts 
help and activities for the^surv'ival of the Greek race will remain 
historical.- I.t first l.fOO tons and later 2200 tons of food v/ere 
.sent every 22~2f days, and durln^^ this period a 30' drame ration was 
distributed .r 



Third Peri od ? Kotzamanis .takea charge cf the ITinistry of 
Supplies and delivres vast quantities to his Axis patrons. The peo- 
ple wo-it in vain hoping to receive even the smallest quantity of • 
oil. 

The Greek Government managed to send 12-15,000 tons of 
wheat and the first, medical stores.'. After ncgociation with the 
Axis and with the help of the. Swedish Government, pefmission was 
obta ined to send 15. -000 tons monthly to Greece from Canada. The 
distribution of wheat was taken over by a committee composed of 
Sv/odes and Swiss under t>^ direction of Paul Pon, secretary to the 
Swiss Legation.

The Frankfourter Zeitung in en ertlcle on the 18th of December 
writes: ~ 

'* Thr economic situetion of Greece e.t the end of the Balkan 
vampai^ was so strained, that it v;as impossible to expect any 
improvement or adaption to nev/ conditions of this already poor 
counti^. Thus ov^ing to the war the situation has realy become 
critical. Owirur to the strategical importance of Greece the 
occupation expenses paid by the country vrere naturally increased. 
On the other hand v/e also hrve to consider that the two main ewn 
of income of Greece have completely disspeared as o result 
- of this war: tha merchant marine, and foreign trado. Thus not 
only has the state’s 'income decreased, but all possibilities 
cf importing supplies from abroad dissapeared. The only possible 
remainlnr transport routes are to Italy vie. ship, and to the 
rest of Europe via Fpin.vs by rail. 



Consequently ^^v'^rybody turned to agriculture in an effort 
to satisfy the country's daily needs ■ in food. It would hov/ever 
be foolish to expect that after a trying unhappy war and after 
all the sufferinr thrt Greece had rone throucrh that one could 
ext>oct the country to depend on the already very much neglected 
arri culture. 

It is true to say however that earli.er rovemments had tried 
to render the country self-sufficient and that they had even 
taken m- asures of plrntlnp v/heat in country suitable for other 
products 

V/e also have to consider that a great number of economically 
important territories have been taken from the Greek Kconomical 
system; also that only hal' the territory can be cconomi- 

•cally exploited. Therefore recce can never be economically 
independant , and the wheat In the country will never be 

hble. to form a real basis to the country's economical structure* 
Instead other r?.griculturai products such as raisins, wine, 
fruit etc;; should be cultivated and form as they always did 
the real found at ions,. Gr-'ece v^ould then in the europe.sn system 
obtain wheat by ^xchanring those products for vhoat. Greece 
would also have t readapt her customs and her consumption. She 
would have to reorganize her cultivated areas aud better her 
vdiert cultivation grounds. For instance instoed of eating a 
685 grams ration of bread daily, people in the country to comply 
with their economical possibilities would have to vegetables 
and fruit.

So-, vvhon we exa.mine or criticize measures taken; in Greece., 
v;r have to take thr' above facts into consideration. Also whilst 
Greece is part of a Fui*opcan economical; system, under- the pressure 
of war, rli measures to a dent her to the re qui raiments of the 
rest o:f .Furope are only temporary, progress in that direction 

is only nc turally slower^ up, and the proper results can?Tot be 
rorched in the time necessary for them to be effective.

Prices hrve for r long time been the mein theme in Greek ecq^. 
nomics. Their incrcc.se beyond eny point of reason upset siiy kihd 
of notion of value, t?nd have severely influenced not only the true 
financial standards but also generally speaking all the social ones. 
This situation v/as rendered far more acute in Greece as generally 
speaking Greeks are bom merchants always ready to speculate for 
profit on any sort of market, but their speculations have not been 
able to stop this increase in prices yet. Sometimes the inconstancy 
of prices is due to outer political influence. These factors will 
affect the value of any English and American banknotes left in the 
country by the allies. When Allied operations are not reported to 
be progressing satisfactorily, a drop of the value of these bank- 
notes will always be noticeable. 

The inconsistency of prices, has deeply disturbed exchanges 
• between the country and the towns. The farmers will only bring their 
produce to the town when they are in dire need of money. They are 
not interested in collecting depreciated bank-notes. The Government 
issued, without the slightest effect, laws compelling delivery and 
direct exchangee in order to improve the circulation of production 
within the country. Arty such efforts v;ould have in any case met 
with failure ov;ing to the lack of communications, and to the fact 
that in some areas only one single roduct is cultivated. Certain 
areas with excessive olive oil supplies were unable to exchange It 
for other products which were of primary importance to them owing 
to the lack of transport. 

A big demand, by the farmers; of buildings and other, property 
in the tovms is noticeable. Owing to the inflation the farmers and 
countrymen were able to pay the prives for property in the town« and 
establish themselves. Thus wc- have another important economical 
phenomena happening, a phenomena which is very much in a country's 
disfavour, the drif^tin^'r of the agricultural population to the towns. 
This drift definately undermines the agricultural ability of a country. 

Great harm was caused by the Inflation to employees enjoying a 
definate fixed seleryt In suite of the fact that the f^overnment or- 
dered a 50% increase in their pay, this has not been sufficient to 
meet with the new recuirements of the market,* or the colossal in- 
crease in prices. A1 o measures taken upt to now to stop Inflation 
such as bank moratoriums, and price fixations have not given the 
expected results. The Greek govrenment has since asked for the 
help of numerdus German and Italian agents, who in studying the si- 
tuation are trying to restore order, and have already taken many 
measures to this effect. Their aim is to restore to the markets any 
goods thCt may hav<‘ diasapeared, to help in the exchonpre of goods, 
to prohibit the exportation of certain essential goods and to help 
in the importation of others. Generally sneaking to help restore 
a propel economical circulation v/ithin the country. Some, success 
has been noticed in their .methods , but this only due to industrual 
imortotions into Greece. 

The Drachma, has not lost, its value in comparison to the mark 
or the Liretta. It has been consequently possible to import Goods 
from the Axis at a. rea;sona.bly low price. Thus Kotzamanis at a 
conference recently told- the public that an imported hat costs in 
Lire value, 1000 - 1500 drachmas compared to what is offered on the 
Athens market at 120-150.000 drachmas. This particular state of 
affairs he s allowed certain merchant to make tremendous profits. 

The general drift of prices and, their tendency to increase cannot 
however be stopped owinf^ to the increase of uroduction costs. 

Recently a German -Italo -Greek company was' founded v;ith the 
main object to increase the margin between the Drachma's real buying 
power and its market transac' 'on value. The colossal profit derived 
from this kind of exchange c;; ratio:: will not go into the hands of 
o^i^rnmerce or speculation. 1\ \ as r decided that it will be mainly 



used to decreese export, prices, the remeinder to be credited to the 
occupation expenses account. 

The value of the drachma has on the other hand already been fixed 
in conjunction with the mark and the Lira, and that so as to avoid any 
further increase of prices in transactions. This was considered to be 
a stpbilieing factor ;in the market. It is ol^yipus however that the 
maintenance of prices in the future will be’well impossible > and that 
no chaix^^e can be affected v/hilst no actual stability is reached.

Greeks £.re allowed to travel only once r week end to do so have to 
obtain various special permission from the Occupation Authirities, 
v/ho usually ,, re fiise to issue them. After the destruction of GOBGO- 
POT/j;lOS/brid£fe by the patriots, the journey from ATIPNS to S/iLONJCA 
which usually took only 4o hours wrs increased to 65-loo hours. 

Prom information received towards the end of 'Oec. 42 the use of the 
railway north of SALONICA is prohibitted to Greeks. 

Owing to the fact that the enemy has confiserted all cars, and to 
the iack of petrol, communication by errs is inanistant. 

The trams are run only for sporadically in tovms. The Salonice's 
tramways have been altered and are now using wood for. fuel. 

Merchant Navy. Communication by sea Is very difficult, dangerous 
and rather impossible. The fev/ shins spared by air attacks in April 
and May 41 and those which have been repaired such as SS 3NICHOLAG A, 
SiiRLPN CAiraLWPOOLOS’S "MTLOS", ”ACB(1JP0LIS’» etc have been requisi- 
tioned by the ^^emiana Naval Authorities. Caiques over loo. tons are 
also requisitioned and run by the SST7rRANSPOBrST3^LlS. 

Many of the flinrge. caiques were lost when the Germans tried the sea 
borne invasion of CR^P during the battle for the island. Those 
not requisitioned are small or old using their sallsonly or petrol 
sold clandestlnp ly by Gerrrrn or Italian officers at very high pricew.^ 
The freight is colpssal 

The Germans promised S/.LONICA to 1h eir Allies. However, bey 
clearly show d desire to keep the town. The German paper DONAuZPITUNG 
writes : Salonica ^ s Municipality , Influenced by the Germans, has decided to 
start executing embelishment works of the town. V/e dont think that 
Genarns are so polite and superior so as to embellsh the town before 
handing it over,

Uni versities . Universities are not functionnlng reorularly. Students 
ere unable to attend courses either because they are ten weak to at- 
tend and go to ATHtONS from the suburbs were most of them live, or 
because the professors are in trouble with the occupation Authorities 
and therefore unable to teach or b^^cause the students are taking part 
in the National reststrnce and going on strike. 

According to information received, the Ministry of Education 
decided that the entrance exams to the Natl onal i^SOVIOP school 
of technology are postponed until the IPth of Oct. 

The paper '’IM.THIIrtERINI” of the 22nd of Nov. announces that the 
courses at the University will begin on the 1st of Dec. The paper 
advises that holidays should be abolished this ar so that stu- 
dents may make up for lost time. 

. Lately we learnt that the coupses v/ould commence after the 28th 
of Oct., V/e cannot conclude that courses began and viere stopped again 
or wether they were not resumed since. 

Secondary Education. The paper "KATNU''ERH'^I” writes: The schools 
have finrishd this yearns exams. Next yearns course will be resumed 
on the 1st of .Eob. 43, I'any professors ^rom COREU were transfered 
to ATliFiNS because they refused to submit and obey the new Italian 
regulations. .
